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Lop of 10.7 
Budget Cuts 


“A major crisis” is President James E. 
lartin’s description of the Auburn budget 
ituation for 1986-87, following Gov. 
eorge Wallace’s announcement that the 
tate education budgets would be pro- 
ated between 6 and 10 percent for the 
jscal year beginning Oct. 1. Auburn's 
Ppropriation had already been cut 10.7 
Percent from 1985-86. Proration, in 
ddition to the appropriation cut, means 
at Auburn's colleges and schools could 
fe required to operate on budgets which 
€ 80 percent of those of last year. - 

Auburn had already taken budget- 
ightening moves, and the president's 
pproval had been required to fill vacant 
Ositions for several months as a result 
fthe appropriation cut. News of the latest 
eduction occurred too late to cut enroll- 
ent for fall, so the president announced 
at the university would have to freeze 
Cant teaching positions. “During fiscal

1987, because we won't have the money 
to fill vacant positions, our classrooms will 
be more crowded, students will find it 
harder to schedule classes, and, unfortu- 
nately, this could cause some students to 
graduate late.” 

Auburn’s efforts to maintain buildings 
and equipment also will be hindered, as 
will research. State seed money has been 
vital to Auburn’s ability to increase its 
research grants and contracts by more than 
70 percent since Dr. Martin became 
president 30 months ago. The fiscal 1986 
total of more than $15 million in research 
contracts has had the same economic 
effect as moving a major industry into the 
state. Increasing research has been a big 
part of Auburn's efforts to entice more 
industry to Alabama. 

Auburn's efforts to improve its library 
will also be severely affected. For the past 
three years Auburn has been steadily 
making progress toward the standards 
demanded by the Association of Research 
Libraries (ARL). Progress in the library not 
only would improve Auburn's academic 
program but also would make the uni- 
versity more competitive in securing 
research funds and attracting first-rate 
faculty and graduate students. Progress in 


updating library resources—books, peri- 
odicals, etc.—will be slowed, and efforts 
to bring the number of staff up to ARL 
standards will be even more hampered, 
as will Auburn’s work toward making the 
library more usable through automating 
its check-out procedures. 

If the full 10-percent proration occurs, 
Auburn will have a reduction of funds for 
the main campus (including the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station and the Coop- 
erative Extension Service) from $103.6 
million in 1985-86 to $84.2 million for 
1986-87. “It’s just impossible to absorb 
over $19 million in the main campus cuts 
in one year without serious damage to 
every aspect of our programs—teaching, 
research, and outreach,” explained Pres- 
ident Martin. Auburn would also lose $3.1 
million at AUM where the budget would 
drop from $12.8 million to $9.7 million. 

In order to make the additional cuts 
in the budget, which must be approved 
by the Board of Trustees before the first 
of October, President Martin has asked the 
chairman of the University Senate to 
appoint six to eight senior faculty 
members to work with the president's 
office in finding budget areas to cut. 

Auburn's most recent tuition increase 
went into effect only in March, and 
President Martin refuses to look to another 
such increase to provide budget relief. 
“We increased tuition last spring with the 
money pledged toward critical building 
and equipment needs. The students have 
done their part and are paying a reason- 
able tuition.” He blames Auburn's finan- 
cial-woes on inadequate tax revenues and 
unwise distribution of funds. 

“We are playing Russian roulette with 
our educational support system being 
based on the business cycle. We have a 
cyclical feast or famine—usually famine. 
We must have a stable economic base of 
support, and a recent survey conducted 
by AUM indicated that eight out of 10 
Alabamians favor higher taxes to improve 
education.” 

The quality of Alabama’s educational 
system has already been determined a 
deterrent to attracting industry to the state. 
Major industries which have turned down 
Alabama’s efforts to get them to locate 
here have indicated that education is often 
the final determinant. All other factors 
being equal, the state with the best 
education system gets the industry. 

“Not to support education—kinder- 
garten through graduate school—sets a 
seriously negative precedent that will have

Second Alumnus 
Astronaut Gets 
Honorary Ph.D. 


Henry W. (Hank) Hartsfield, Jr., '54, a 
veteran astronaut who has piloted or 
commanded missions on three space 
shuttles, received an honorary doctorate 
during summer commencement on Aug. 
27. The Birmingham native earned his 
bachelor’s in physics at Auburn and 
received an Air Force commission. He 
later studied at Duke and the University 
of Tennessee. He served primarily as 4 — 
jet pilot in the service for 22 years before 
retiringas.a colonel in 1977. He had joined _ 
the astronaut program in 1959 and — 
continued his association with it following 
his resignation from the Air Force. 

Col. Hartsfield gained national attention 
as a member of the ground support crew 
which orchestrated critical in-flight repairs 
on the Skylab launched in May 1973. His 
success earned the year's Gen. Thomas 
D. White Space Trophy from National 
Geographic magazine for the most signif- 
icant contribution by a member of the Air 
Force toward the continuing conquest of 
space. 

Col. Hartsfield’s first shuttle flight came 
in 1982, when he and fellow Auburn 
graduate T.K. (Ken) Mattingly ’58 flew in 
the final test flight of Space Shuttle 
Columbia. Upon the July 4 landing of the 
craft at Edwards AFB, Calif, President

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long-term ramifications for our state,” 
stressed President Martin. “If Alabamians 
aren’t willing to invest in education, we 
won't be able to attract industry and our 
per capita income will remain low.” 

Not only does Alabama have too few 
funds for education, Dr. Martin emphas- 
ized, but the money which is available 
is being wrongly allocated. “In Alabama 
we need comprehensive universities, 
liberal arts institutions, community col- 
leges, and vocational and technical 
schools, but not all have the same goals 
and needs. Based on the number of 
people in the state, it is clear that we are 
trying to support too many schools, 
needlessly duplicating efforts and costs.” 

To provide equitable funding, President 
Martin stressed, the state must use a system 
of formula funding based on number of 
student hours produced, with those hours 
weighted according to the complexity and 
expense involved in appropriate equip- 
ment, etc, and with the state's major 
research universities being adequately 
supported. 

When Auburn’s appropriations are 
considered, based on the weighted credit 
hour formula, it consistently ranks number 
13 or number 14 out of 14 colleges and 
universities in the state. 

“At this point,” he emphasized, “Auburn 
is being supported through gifts from 
alumni and friends, and students are 
paying a fair tuition. Now we must get 
consistent and equitable support at the 
state level.” 


Hartsfield 
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Ronald Reagan personally thanked the 
“two sons of Auburn” for giving Americans 
“a Fourth of July present to remember.” 

Col. Hartsfield has since commanded 
missions on shuttles Discovery, in 1984, 
and Challenger, in 1985, including the last 
successful flight of the ill-fated orbiter last 
November. 

During an April visit to Auburn, Col. 
Hartsfield told the media that NASA is 
working to overcome the problems with 
the solid rocket boosters which caused 
the Jan. 28 explosion of Challenger: “We 
had a tragedy. We need to overcome it, 
and we are overcoming it.” He remains 
a candidate for future shuttle flight. 

Among Col. Hartsfield’s honors are the 
NASA Distinguished Service Medal, the 
Distinguished Civilian Service Award from 
the Department of Defense, NASA Space 
Flight Medals, and induction into the 
Alabama Aviation Hall of Fame. 

A loyal alumnus who has made frequent 
visits back to campus to see his former 
professors and participate in physics 
programs thoughout his career, Col. 
Hartsfield lives in Seabrook, Tex., a suburb 
of Houston, He and his wife have two 
adult daughters.

Doorenbos Named 
Associate VP and 
Graduate Dean 


On July 1 Dr. Norman J. Doorenbos 
came to campus as associate vice pres- 
ident for academic affairs and dean of the 
Graduate School. Former vice chancellor 
of the University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire, 
Dr. Doorenbos has immediately set a 
number of goals for the Auburn graduate 
program, the most specific one being the 
tripling of enrollment by the year 2000. 

“Auburn has a faculty very strong in 
research and scholarship, excellent stu- 


dents, and strong presidential and vice 
presidential leadership that is visionary. 
Ithink with these assets we can get Auburn 
in the top 50 in the nation among graduate 
schools,” he explained. 

In addition to his specific desire to see 
enrollment grow by 300 percent in the 
next 14 years (in fall 1985, graduate enroll- 
ment was 1,865), he looks for improved 
quality in the program and says additional 
involvement in international programs for 
the graduate school is “vital to the intellec- 
tual development of students and faculty.” 

To sum up the goals he has set, he 
would like to “improve the graduate 
program in size and quality, increase 
Auburn's international involvement, and 
help to continue the growth of the 
research program.”

Trustees Approval 
Of Site is Major 
Step Toward New 
Alumni Building

The biggest news coming out of the 
August 25 Board of Trustees’ meeting— 
chaired by Congressman Bill Nichols ’39 
in the absence of Gov. George Wallace, 
chairman, and Judge Henry Steagall ’47, 
vice chairman—was the choosing of a site 
for a new alumni facility. 

The Board of Trustees agreed to buy 
the Phi Kappa Tau fraternity house on 
South College and lease the site and an 
adjoining parking lot to the Auburn 
Alumni Association for the construction 
of a new alumni building. The fraternity 
had asked to sell its house to the university 
and buy the Sigma Pi house on West 
Magnolia. 

Earlier the Alumni Association Board of 
Directors had approached the president 
about a site for an alumni facility, and, 
following notice that the Phi Delta Taus 
wanted to sell their house, President James 
E. Martin suggested that the Alumni Board 
consider that site. Several weeks ago the 
Alumni Board unanimously approved the 
location, contingent on the Trustees’ 
action. 

Stressing the Alumni Association’s need 
for “an identity of its own” and adequate

ssist the university in fundraising efforts,” 
Jumni President Robert D. Word °54 of 
cottsboro has made an alumni facility the 
op priority for his tenure as head of the 
lumni organization. Executive Director of 
Jumni and Development Jerry F. Smith 
4 considers the Trustees’ action a very 
mportant move toward that goal. 

“The first step was getting the Alumni 
oard of Directors to approve a feasibility 
tudy last year,” Mr. Smith explained, 
allowing the Trustees’ meeting. The study 
egan under the leadership of Dr. Earl 
1. (Buddy) Weaver '62, who continues 
9 serve on the Alumni Board of Directors 
n an ex-officio capacity, following 
ompletion of two terms as president. Mr. 
mith indicated that the next step toward 
he building would be for the board to 
pprove preliminary plans and decide 
yhether or not to move forward on 
inancing the building. No public money 
vill be involved in the facility nor does 
e expect to solicit major gifts. . 

In other action, the Trustees voted to 
elocate the campus branch post office to 
he lounge of Haley Center, to demolish 
ullard Hall, to accept the gift of land from 
olon and Martha Dixon which they 
ledged to the Generations Fund, to 
ecept a bequest from the late Christine 
Vilcox, to lease land and provide a loan 
f up to $300,000 for a new fraternity 
ouse for Phi Delta Theta Fraternity. 

The president's report to the board 
oncerned the problem of proration and 
ow Auburn will attempt to cope with it, 
n inflation which, along with Auburn's 
0.7 percent cut in appropriations for 
986-87, could reduce budgets in some 
uburn departments as much as 20 
ercent. (See related story on page 1.) 

Most of those attending the meeting in 
oom 213 in the Union Building had 
xpected the board to take action on the 
lans for the library addition, a facility for 
hemistry, and the new conference center 

be built on College Street. However, 
ose items were not on the agenda. The

Following the Trustees’ meeting, 
lumni Executive Director Smith an- 
Wered reporters’ questions about the 
roposed alumni facility, 

“The feasibility study presented to the 
lumni Board in November indicated that 
ve need 22,000 square feet of space. We 
e now in a little more than 7,000 square 
et, spread out over the first and third 
oors of the Union Building,” he 
plained. “Our next step was to locate 
site. Dr. Martin suggested the South 
ollege location when Phi Kappa Tau 
ternity came to him and indicated they 
nted to sell their house. Earlier this 
mmer, the Alumni Board looked at the 
ternity site and unanimously decided 
proceed further and ask the Trustees 
authorize that site and the parking lot 
ext door.” 

Mr. Smith considers the location the 

Trustees approved “ideal. It will put the 
lumni and Development Office on 
ollege Street where we'll be easy to find. 
will make us visible to alumni and to 
future alumni—the students. Now, if 
alumnus wants to see us—and if he 
find us—he can’t finda parking place. 
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He just has to ride by and blow his horn. 
It’s hard to get to know somebody chasing 
his car down Thach,” he continued, half- 
jokingly, half-seriously. Returning to the 
advantages of the South College site, he 
said, “The new conference center will be 
just north of us, as will Samford Hall. We'll 
be close to the library and we'll be in 
walking distance of the stadium.” 

Although visibility and convenience for 
alumni and students are important, the 
most pressing reason for larger quarters 
is to serve the needs of the university, 
stressed Mr. Smith. Not only is the Alumni 
and Development Office operating in 
space the students need for their own 
projects, but also he points out, “Our 
operation really picked up with the 
Generations Fund, and the staff increased. 
The Generations Fund ended in 1985 but 
we haven't slowed down—and we can't. 
If we're to meet the needs of this 
university, we're going to have to maintain 
the same rapid pace, and to do that we're 
going to have to have additional space 
and additional people.” 

The next step toward the facility, Mr. 
Smith explained, would be for the 
architect “to have preliminary drawings for 
the November board meeting and decide 
at that time if we will proceed in a 
fundraising effort. We expect money to 
come from the private sector, but we won't 
be seeking major gifts—not that we'd turn 
them down if someone wanted to make 
a major gift to the Alumni building.” 

Most universities have an alumni facility 
and the idea of one for Auburn has been 
discussed for many years. Plans were even 
drawn for such a facility in the late Forties. 
But the Alumni Association decided to 
pool the money it had raised for such a 
facility with that of the students to 
construct the Union Building, which 
would include offices for The Alumni 
Association when it opened in the mid- 
Fifties. 

With the loss of accreditation of the 
School of Engineering in the late Fifties, 
the Alumni Association became a devel- 
opment organization, and since that time 
it has become the Office of Alumni and 
Development, hosting a Development 
Drive in the early Sixties, starting Auburn 
Annual Giving in the mid-Sixties, and 
operating fund drives for Veterinary 
Medicine, business, health professions, 
etc., in the Sixties and Seventies before 
its major undertaking in 1979 with the 
Auburn Generations Fund, which pro- 
duced $111 million in gifts, pledges, and 
bequests. The Alumni Association and 
Development Offices long ago outgrew 
their original space on the second floor 
of the Union Building, an area now 
occupied by the Union Building 
management. 

When the Union Building was remod- 
eled in the Seventies, Alumni and Devel- 
opment moved into space held by the 
University Bookstore before it moved to 
Haley Center in 1969. The Alumni and 
Development Office continues to occupy 
that space. When the Generations Fund 
drive brought needs for space for staff and 
for computer facilities in order to support 
a major fund drive, Alumni and Devel- 
opment borrowed additional temporary 
space from students which was supposed 
to be returned to student activities more 
than a year ago. That space currently 
houses The Alumnews, the computer 
facilities, and the mailing facilities on the

first floor. On the third floor, temporary 
space provides offices for prospect 
research and proposal writing, as well as 
GAF and athletic development. 


Auburn Inaugurates 
Fifth Year Option, 
Program to Improve 
Teacher Education 


With the beginning of fall quarter, 
Auburn will inaugurate the first step of 
a plan to improve teacher education in 
Alabama. At a press conference on August 
6, Education Dean Jack Blackburn 
announced that Auburn would begin a 
fifth-year program immediately, as an 
option to its current undergraduate and 
graduate programs. “Like many other 
professionals,” he told the reporters, “I 
believe that students should have a 
stronger background in the subject they 
want to teach and thus be able to become 
more immersed in a concentrated study 
of professional education.” 

The new program will allow a student 
who has graduated in a field other than 
education to enter a special master’s 
program and become certified to teach. 
During his graduate education, the 
student will not only take master's courses 
in the subject area he wishes to teach but 
will also receive intense instruction in the 
profession of teaching. The courses in 
education will not be the current M.Ed. 
education courses but special in-depth 
seminars for the program participants. 

Students who enter Auburn’s fifth-year 
program, the first in Alabama, will face 
higher entrance requirements than those 
for current graduate students in education. 
In addition, they will be required to pass 
subject matter tests for teacher certifica- 
tion upon entering the program, and, 


before graduating, they must pass the 
methods area of the teacher certification 
test. Because the new program is getting 
underway so near the time for school to 
start, the’ College of Education doesn’t 
know how many, if any, students are 
enrolled this fall, but the college will be — 
ready for increasing numbers of students 
to take advantage of the option in the 
months that follow. Dr. Virginia Hayes, 
associate dean for academic affairs and 
teacher education, noted that students in 
the fifth year option will be required to 
be full-time graduate students and are 
expected to be able to complete the 
program in five or six quarters. Graduates 
will earn a master of education and 
master's level or “A” certification, thus 
entering the profession at a higher salary 
level. 

Last year, Auburn University and its 
School of Education were invited to 
become charter members of the Holmes 
Group, a consortium of research univer- 
sities dedicated to improving teacher 
education and the profession of teaching. 
Although planned before Auburn's invol- 
vement with the organization, Auburn’s 
fifth-year option corresponds to recom- 
mendations of that group as well as to 
similar recommendations by the Carnegie 
Forum on Education and the Economy. 

If Auburn accepts the invitation to 
become a permanent member of the 
Holmes Group—and Dean Blackburn 
stressed that it would not be the College 
of Education which would become a 
member, but the university, because 
permanent membership would involve 
participation from several other Auburn 
colleges, particularly the College of Liberal 
Arts—then the university will be making 
sweeping changes in its teacher education 
programs. Those changes may even 
include phasing out current undergrad-

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Here and There— 
Upon Education and Madness

Xt the present time, I am simultaneously a 
habitual witness to one bright mind’s ascent into 
the dawn of consciousness and to another's descent 
into the twilight of forgetfulness. The first 
experience serves as a source of constant joy, the 
second as the cause of persistent regret, and the 
combination as a catalyst for some long, long 
thoughts about the mind of man and human 
destiny. 

None of the thoughts arising from the present 
circumstances raise any new issues or present any 
original answers. The sages of 
ancient times probably raised all of 
the pertinent questions over and 
over thousands of times centuries 
upon centuries before the decline 
of theology and the advent of 
modern psychology and technol- 
ogy. And the answers to the ultimate 
questions remain heavily veiled 
beyond that glass through which we see but darkly. 
Therefore, I will not burden anyone with my 
deepest queries or my darkest speculations. 
However, because present circumstances add 
trenchancy to some practical questions touched 
upon before in these columns, I propose a brief 
review of the most urgent issues. 

Despite the advances of physiology, neurology, 
psychology, and related sciences, we remain 
uncertain of the exact nature of the human intellect. 
The mind of man maintains a margin of mystery 
in its operation, which, so far, has defied 
penetration. Yet, that margin notwithstanding, we 
know enough to provide a far more nourishing, 
stimulating, challenging environment for develop- 
ment than most young minds ever receive. 

For example, we know beyond any shadow of 
doubt that the early years are the best years for 
teaching language, the vehicle and the repository 
of all human knowledge. Children at the ages of 
two, three, four, and five years possess the capability 
of learning two or more languages and of using 
them appropriately. We know this because we see 
the children of immigrants do so every day—do 
it casually and effortlessly, simply because their 
parents speak one language inside the home and 
their playmates speak another in the yard. 

This linguistic ability of the early years involves 
considerably more than an almost magical power 
of mimicry, for the children learn not only the words 
and word systems of each language but also the 
proper time, place, and audience for each. For 
example, in six years of close contact, I never have 
had a Laotian child address me in Lao, and during 
the same time I never have heard one address in 
English a parent or grandparent who spoke only 
Lao. 

This great linguistic ability of the very young has 
been on display in our country throughout its 
history. Yet we have done virtually nothing to 
cultivate it to the benefit of the individual and 
society. On the contrary, rather than teaching two 
or more languages in the early grades, we have 
tended to become more and more slack about 
teaching our essential native tongue well: Although 
it now has regained a touch of respect at large, 
grammar once descended so low in general esteem 
that its very name became almost the equivalent 
of an obscenity. And the fare in our literary texts

for the early years has declined from the quality 
of fresh wild game to that of pabulum. 

Of course, the tremendous learning power of 
the very young is not limited to language alone: 
The fact becomes obvious with the realization that 
language is the repository of all knowledge, but 
abundant other evidence exists to suggest that 
teenagers well grounded in fundamentals prove 
capable students of the most complex subjects 
existent. Therefore, the bland fare offered most of 
our students from kindergarten through high 
school represents a terrible waste of the most potent 
years for intellectual development in that fleeting 
span between the dawning of consciousness and 
the onset of senility or the arrival of death. 

Having spoken out once again for marked 
improvement in general education, let me hasten 
to admit my awareness that educational excellence 
will not provide a panacea for all our ills, individual 
or societal. Indeed, the ills which the flesh is heir 
to seem abundant enough to count some as 
troubles or afflictions to be borne, not as problems 
to be solved. 

However, that admission does not suggest 
resignation to any particular ill, evil, or calamity 
which bedevils the human race. On the contrary, 
I hold that every ill extant stands as a proper subject 
for remedial consideration. Furthermore, I consider 
it shameful that many ills have received as little 
attention as they have, and foremost in that category 
stands an assortment of mental disorders of both 
psychic and physical origin. 

Even though science and society have made 
tremendous strides on mental health in recent 
years, we have not yet reached the threshold of 
the comprehensive research, prevention, and 
treatment program that this complex of tragic 
human ills deserves. For example, we have learned 
that senility results from an organic brain disease, 
not as a simple or necessary consequence of old 
age. Doctors can sometimes ameliorate temporarily 
some of the worst manifestations of the disease, 
but they cannot predict it, slow its onslaught, 
suggest the length of the course it will run, or 
prevent its ultimate consequence. 

Again, for example, we have learned, I suppose, 


that a man like Patrick Henry Sherrill of Edmond, 
Oklahoma, was not possessed by a demon but beset 
by some unspecified form of madness which drove 
him to kill fourteen of his fellow postal workers 
and himself. Yet, we have no satisfactory formula 
for locating, diagnosing, and treating people with 
such disorders before they commit their violent | 
acts, and we have no consensus about the 
responsibility that such people bear for their acts. | 
Furthermore, when the perpetrator of a violent 
crime survives his act, escapes capital punishment, 
and serves a prison term, we possess no reliable 
science for predicting his behavior if he is released, 

And, for a final example, we have gained 
considerable knowledge about addiction. But we 
have developed no satisfactory insight into) 
preventing the madness which besets that large) 
proportion of us who damage our bodies and dull 
our brains either with such legal drugs as caffeine, 
nicotine, and alcohol or with the host of illegal 
substances produced or imported and smuggled 
all across the land. 

The foregoing examples are intended merely to 
suggest the range of mental disorders that we need | 
to address much more seriously than we ever have 
before. Perhaps we cannot eliminate all of them, 
or even a large portion of them. Certainly, we are 
not likely to discover any remedy in time to benefit 
our elders already entering the twilight off 
forgetfulness. But we owe the best effort possible 
to those keen little minds just awakening to 
consciousness and a bright new world—to them 
and to all those between them and our elders now 
past hope of remedy.

For some reason, I was thinking the other 
morning about how it was when we first got 
electrified in our community. There were really 
two separate times. 

The first was when my baby brother was born. 
I was six. The power company (Alabama Power) 
had run a line up our little road a piece and had 
the poles and lines all in place (I had watched 
in amazement as they dug those deep, deep holes 
and powered the poles into them.); and we had 
our old house wired and ready to go. 

Babies were born at home then in our part of 
the world. Dr. Roberts had delivered Jack in fine 
style (I had been sent up to Grandma Sanders’ 
house during the ordeal), and everything was OK. 
And Grandma Boman was going to stay at our house 
for a few days, as mothers will stay with their 
daughters on such occasions. 

Grandma Boman’s house wasn’t electrified 
either, so she wasn’t prepared for the shock; and 
she nearly broke her leg, running in panic toward 
the storm cellar when the juice was switched on 
and there was, suddenly, the overpoweringly 
brilliant light of that 60-watt bulb hanging from 
the ceiling. It took a while to convince her that 
everything was normal. “It’s all right, Grandma. You 
can come out now.” 

Before you knew it, we were quite blase about 
this modern miracle. Daddy got us a secondhand 
Kelvinator refrigerator, which we called a Frigidaire, 
which caused Uncle Kelley (my worldly uncle who 
had been to Chicago) to explode: “Dammit, it ain’t 
a Frigidaire! ‘Frigidaire’ is a brand name, just like 
‘Kelvinator.’ Mumble, ‘cuss, mumble, mumble.” 
Never mind. We still used “Frigidaire” and 
“refrigerator” interchangeably. 

We also gota Silvertone radio (also secondhand), 
on which we could bring in all sorts of wonderful 
programs—The Grand Ole Opry, Uncle Randy's

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Suppertime Frolic, Gabriel Heatter, Lum and Abner, 
the powerful border stations, and, most of all, the 
Joe Louis fights. He fought about once a month 
along in there. One sportswriter called his 
opponents the Bum of the Month Club. Uncle Kent 
and the whole family would come down to listen. 
That electricity was wonderful stuff. 

We also got an electric chum. It was similar to 
an electric ice cream maker, the part that does the 
stirring. You just put it on the churn, plugged it 
in, and, wonder of wonders, you didn’t have to 
sit there and do it by hand any more. Mother also 
got an electric iron. And that was it. We were about 
as modern and electrified as you could be. 

It was 10 years later before the other half of 
the community—Uncles Kent, Jeff and Grady, 
Grandpa Boman, and Cousins Baily, Otis, Lindsey, 
Hezzie, and them—finally got an REA line; and 
even though they had been exposed to modern 
America, as typified by us, that new-fangled stuff 
still took some getting used to. 

Grandma Boman wouldn't play the radio but just 
a few minutes a day. And, until she was finally 
convinced that maybe it wasn’t the thing to do, 
she’d unplug the new refrigerator at night. “Bud” 
(that’s what she called Grandpa, whose name was 
really Thaddeus Augustus, so you can see why she 
called him Bud), “unplug the Frigidaire and come 
on to bed...” 

And Cousin Otis got ahold of a wild refrigerator. 
He ordered it from Montgomery Ward and went 
in his wagon eight or nine miles to the town where 
the Frisco came through to haul it home. Daddy 
went by a few days later and heard this strange 
noise, as if a thrashing machine were in operation 
in the backside of the house. “How do you like 
your new Frigidaire?” he yelled over the noise. 

“Well, it’s fine,” Cousin Otis said, “ ‘cept it won't 
be still. We have to chase it all around the kitchen 
to get something out of it. It won't stay put. I'll 
say, ‘Annie, why don’t you get us a cup of ice out 
of our new Frigidaire,’ and she'll say, ‘Which room 
is it in now? Its the movin’est machine ever I 
saw.” 

Daddy, being an old hand with things electrical 
by then, said, “Let’s take a look at it.” So they tracked 
it down and cornered it, and he discovered that 
the planks put around the motor to protect it during 
shipping had never been removed and the springs 
couldn't insulate the motor’s vibration from the 
whole box. 

After he took the planks out, the refrigerator was 
so quiet they couldn't believe it was running. “Is 
it plugged in?” “Are you sure it’s working?” “We 
can always start keeping the milk in the spring 
again....” 

Daddy assured them that it was working, not 
to worry about it, everything was OK. 

But they went around almost whispering for a 
few days, in the unearthly silence of the place; 
and the refrigerator would always be in the same 
place when they'd tiptoe in to see if it was still 
alive.

Teacher-Training Trend 
Toward Fifth-year 
Preparation Program

Aristotle stated the perennial question: “What 
constitutes education and what is the proper way 
to be educated?” Differences of opinion still prevail 
as to the most effective way of educating teachers. 

While little hard, conclusive research has been 
compiled concerning the best way to educate 
teachers, the trend seems to be toward an extended _ 
or fifth-year preparation program. This usually 
translates into two parts. The first involves four years 
of undergraduate study in a designated subject area, 
with the possibility of some course work in 
professional education. The second part involves 
graduate study with a concentration in professional 
education and additional study in an academic 
discipline. 

The concept of a fifth-year or extended profes- 
sional program in education is not a new idea. 
Several such programs existed in the 1960s and 
1970s for liberal arts graduates. The programs came 
into existence to help attract more people into 
teaching during a time of critical need for teachers, 
a situation similar to contemporary times. 

The following five-year professional program 
premises appeal to many teacher educators: 

© A five-year program for initial teacher 
preparation is more consistent with the 
concept of educating professionals. ; 
© The accumulation of and emphasis on 
knowledge in the academic areas taught in 
elementary and secondary schools has 
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increased so much that more time must 
be provided for prospective teachers to 
study the academic.disciplines. 

© Prospective teachers need a broader, 
liberal education background to enrich 
their personal and professional lives. 

© The knowledge base of effective teach- 
ing and effective schooling has increased, 
and an extended or fifth-year professional 
program provides greater opportunity for 
teacher-education students to learn the 
knowledge and skills associated with 
effective teaching in a more concentrated 
fashion. 

e A fifth year provides for an extended 
internship period in teaching similar to 
internship experiences in other 
professions. 

© The fifth-year professional arrangement 
provides more opportunity for prospective 
teachers to assimilate and internalize the 
concept of professionalism prior to becom- 
ing a full-time teacher. 

Along with determining how to improve the 
knowledge and skills of teachers to better qualify 
them as professionals, action must be taken where 
needed to legally recognize teaching as a profes- 
sion. The support of the public also must be 
enlisted to bring teaching to a level equal to similar 
professions. 

Support needs to be reflected through significant 
salary increases, professional development oppor- 
tunities, and master teacher or career ladder plans. 
Such plans should provide rewards for exemplary 
development and achievements of teachers, more 
effective and comprehensive evaluation of teachers, 
and more involvement of teachers in professional 
decision-making. 

Members of the teaching profession also must 
assume the role and conditions required of similar 
professions, including the enforcement of higher 
standards of quality through selection and 
credentialing. 

The Holmes Group Consortium, made up of 
deans of education at research intensive univer- 
sities, recently set forth a powerful agenda for 
reform in “Tomorrow's Teachers.” The agenda 
requires that members of the Consortium commit 

themselves to establishing standards for teacher 
education and accreditation which reflect five major 
goals: 

e “To make the education of teachers 
intellectually sound.” Members of the 
Holmes Group recognize that all aspects 
of the preparation of teachers need more 
rigor. This includes professional education, 
general studies, and academic discipline 
requirements. Further, the Consortium 
advocates restructuring both the academic 
discipline component of teacher education 
to make the discipline more meaningful 
and fitting to the role of public school 
teachers and the professional education 
courses and internship to reflect the 
research knowledge base of effective 
teaching and the realistic world of teaching. 

e “To recognize differences in knowl- 
edge, skill, and commitment among 
teachers.” This goal pertains to concepts 
inherent in the Alabama Career Ladder plan, 
which recognizes and accommodates 
differences in teacher preparation, initia- 
tive, and performance. The Holmes Group 
also recommends that the master teacher 
be one who has completed six years of 
academic requirements in teaching and 
professional studies. 

© “To create honest standards of entry to 
the profession of teaching.” The Holmes 
Group commits itself to develop and 
administer a series of Professional Teacher 
Examinations that provides a responsible 
basis for teaching credentials and certifi-

cation in order to demonstrate responsi- 
bility to teacher education graduates and 
to the public. 

© “To connect schools of education with 
the schools.” Although teacher education 
programs in our state have formalized 
relationships with public schools, the 
Holmes Group notion goes further. 
Selected public schools would be identified 
and, if willing, would become Professional 
Development Schools where true recipro- 
cal relationships could evolve between 
practicing classroom teachers and profes- 
sors of education and where teacher 
education students could be inducted into 
the profession of teaching. Public school 
teachers would work side by side with 
university teachers in public school and 
university classrooms. 

© “To make schools better places for 
teachers to work and learn.” Inherent in 
the Holmes Group philosophy is the belief 
that teaching as a profession must be 
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recognized, accepted, and advanced. The 
teaching environment must be made 
equivalent to the environment in which 
other professionals work with all the rights 
and privileges afforded to members ofother 
professions. 


. 
The Holmes Group agenda strongly endorses the 
beginning of professional teacher education at the 
postbaccalaureate level. Undergraduate education — 
is conceived to constitute pre-professional prep- 
aration much in the same way as required in other 
professional degree programs. Interestingly 
enough, at present all professional education 
preparation programs except teacher education 
begin at the graduate level, including school 
administration, counseling, and library-media. 

The Holmes Consortium is the only national 
group of professional educators which has taken 
on the single purpose and crucial task of teacher 
education reform. The group is not without 
controversy, but it has the best promise currently 
of bringing about serious reform.

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Alumnus Builds 
A Garden 
For All Seasons

As | struggled to envision 1,700 acres 
of gardens, Dr. William E. Barrick ’68, vice 
sresident and director of gardens at Calla 
way Gardens, casually spoke of his enor 
mous job as though it were tending a 
potato patch. Callaway Gardens, a year- 
round botanical garden, rests in Pine 
Mountain, an hour's drive from 
Auburn. Trails and scenic drives showcase

more than 700 varieties of azaleas; a seven 
and-a-half acre vegetable garden demon

When Dr. Barrick came to Callawa 
his teaching job at the University of Florida 
where he taught horticulture, residential 
landscaping, and plant identification from 
1976 to 1980, a master plan which 
included the new greenhouse/garden 
complex existed. As project director he 
turned the existing plans into construction 
and planning documents. 

Along with landscape architects he

“formed good teams” as Dr. Barrick be- 
lieves “no one person really has all the 
expertise in one area, so we try to build 
teams and getall sorts of input into design 
ing the best project.” His involvement in 
the planning team continued into the 
design stage of the project. With the design 
team he tried to create an “innovative 
complex which would work as it’s 
designed; if not, what can we do to make 
it work. Specifically, it involved taking a 
designer's ideas of textures, heights, and 
forms and select the plants that would 
carry out his vision of what it ought to 
look like.” 
Dr. Barrick’s active participation in the 
team to build Sibley Center took him to 
seven states and numerous nurseries, 
where he hand-tagged six hundred plants 
that actually went into the center, After 
the eighteen-month construction, he 
supervised the landscaping installation 
and coordinated shipments before the 
center opened. On May 19, Nancy Reagan 
presented him an award for Callaway 
Gardens’ significant environmental con- 
tributions and for his role in the devel 
opment of Sibley Horticulture Center at 
the 28th Landscape Awards Program of the 
American Association of Nurserymen. 
About Sibley Center Dr. Barrick says, 
“We wanted it to be a place where people 
felt very comfortable being in a garden.

We also wanted it to be an environment 
where they would want to spend some 
time. All along in the planning we thought 
about design considerations for the 
people as much as the plants: How you 
can make the experience alive, how to 
provide interesting things like waterfalls 
and swings. We wanted people to sit and 
swing for hours and read a book if they 
wanted to.” 

With the first major project of the Cal- 
laway Gardens master plan completed, Dr. 
Barrick moves on to the next stage—a new 
centrally located information center, along 
with bicycle and hiking trails to connect 
all the major attractions. Fall should see 
the start of trailblazing, and a year later 
construction of the information center 
should begin. Also in charge of horticul- 
ture and education programs, Dr. Barrick 
is concerned about how to “give the visitor 
an educational message as well as provide 
a good experience of being outdoors.” 
Besides placing identification markers 
around trees, he'd like to “develop 
overlooks and rest pavilions in interesting 
areas—either a particularly good view or 
nice planting; if it’s close to water, then 
show what plants and animals are close 
to water. It will be a wonderful addition 
to get people out of their cars.” 

A strong supporter of horticulture edu 
cation, Dr. Barrick chairs a committee of 
the American Association of Botanical 
Gardens and Arboreta involved in a pro: 
gram to certify people with careers in pub 
lic horticulture. He wants to “upgrade the 
profession with a series of written and 
practical exams that once you pass, you 
will be certified as having formal training 
and good, sound, practical experience. It's 
a way of saying that these people have 
mastered a certain level.” 


Dr. Barrick’s ongoing involvement with _ 
Callaway Gardens began when he was a 
student at Auburn. As an undergraduate, 
he went to Callaway on field trips and 
later, as a professor at Florida, he brought 
students to the gardens. Now he makes 
arrangements for student groups coming 
up from Auburn and fills some of the six 
horticulture internship positions with 
Auburn students from time to time, Dr. 
Barrick points out that “Auburn has an 
affiliation with Callaway on the board level 
[Emory Cunningham °48 is on the board 
of trustees], managing level, and opera- 
tional level. Auburn has a good relation- 
ship with us in providing good informa- 
tion. There is a good reciprocal exchange. 
We want to foster that relationship.” 

He thinks the internship programs are 
“a good way of letting students know their 
chosen field is actually where they want 
to work. I think we can provide many 
learning experiences which you simply 
can’t have in a university community. Our 
garden has its role, not only in providing 
a place of beauty and inspiration, but we 
feel strongly that education-is the major. 
commitment.” 

With such a strong interest in education 
it is not surprising that Dr. Barrick “would 
love to be more involved in teaching a 
litle later on.” He still has an “interest 
in teaching and being a guest lecturer. 
I think I would be a lot better teacher 
than I was originally.” Dr. Barrick believes 
the university system neglects to show 
students the career opportunities in their 
profession. He believes “public horticul- 
ture is a wonderful profession and there's 
a lot of career opportunities that folks 
don’t know about. The public garden 
sector isa wonderful place to practice their 
trade. You’re working for a very appre- 
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ciative audience, too. You're not just 
maintaining a landscape for money, you're 
maintaining a landscape and creating 
things to inspire people.” 

Dr. Barrick’s grandfather inspired his 
affinity for gardens. “I always liked to go 
to my granddaddy’s because there was 
always something there related to garden- 
ing that intrigued me.” Dr. Barrick says 
“he’s raised his own food all of his life 
and is a pretty good role model.” Backed 
with the love of gardening Dr. Barrick 
received from his grandfather, he earned 
a B.A. in botany and M.A. in horticulture 
at Auburn and a Ph.D. from Michigan State 
in landscape horticulture. 

Aresident of Hamilton, Ga., Dr. Barrick 
says he “lives in an environment very sim- 
ilar to Callaway. I live in a hardwood forest 
with two little streams, and I’m in the pro- 
cess of building gardens around it. I've 
always liked Callaway because I think it 
represents one of the best naturalistic 
gardens. It illustrates how man can be in 
harmony with nature.” 


Artist Bruce Little 
Stresses The Vital 
Role Art Has in 
Everyone’s Life

Artist Bruce Little 76 never intended 
to teach. Yet today, recognized as one of 
the top art educators in America, he’s been 
involved in making art education more 
vital in the public schools. In July, return- 
ing to his Georgia home via Auburn from 
the Rhode Island School of Design where 
he was among 30 school art teachers from 
across the nation to participate in the 
honors seminar for the Advancement of 
Art Education, Mr. Little talked about art 
and teaching. 

He does not flourish fancy, pedagogical 
methods to coerce his students to learn 
about the brushstrokes of realists and sur- 
realists. He lassos them in their own arena 
of concerns. “The food looks awful,” “It 
doesn't taste good,” respond his Douglas 
County High School students to his ridicu- 
lously easy question as to why they dislike 
the school’s cafeteria food. He asks them 
other questions concerning their dress, 
the way they decorate their rooms, and 
the cars they choose to drive, not because 
he’s necessarily interested in understand- 
ing the teenage mind, but because he 
wants the teenage mind to understand the 
relevancy of art. 

Each day, he confronts students span- 
ning grades 9 through 12 and teaches a 
variety of painting, drawing, sculpture, 
aesthetics, criticism, and art history classes. 
Instead of his students perceiving art as 
a “luxury” that is superfluous to their 
education, Mr. Little strives daily to show 
them that art is essential. Global perspec- 
tives transcending centuries and cultural 
borders fascinate him, and they fascinate 
his students too, if not initially, eventually. 
Cave art expressing the fears of the hunt 
and primitive tribal sculptures depicting 
the images of fertility and motherhood are 
examples he uses to illustrate the “human- 
izing” impact of art. 

He tells of a discussion following a look 
at a Kathe Kollwitz print of a son, mother, 
and father. The son is lying in the mother's

lap, the father is holding a noose. It is 
apparent, says Mr. Little, that the parents 
are considering the mercy killing of their 
son. Teaching the students to read such 
an image methodically and logically, he 
shows them how to understand the central 
issue of Kollwitz’s print—euthanasia. “We 
discuss the questions of right and wrong 
and their responses to these questions. 
Pretty soon they're relating it to the 
decision Sophie had to make in Sophie's 
Choice and other things they've heard and 
seen—it's terrific,” he says. “The flow that 
is carried from the teacher is carried back; 
and the students not only talk to you, but 
also to each other.” Discussions such as 
these, he believes, make students more 
sensitive to the complexity of major issues, 
as well as their own emotions. 

Exploration of ideas expressed in art- 
work and evaluations of successes and fail- 
ures of the executions are fairly new exer- 
cises in public school art classes, says Mr. 
Little. Previously, studio work and art his- 
tory were thought to be far reaching 
enough for high-schoolers. However, last 
fall, 100 top American art critics, histori- 
ans, educators, and artists, Mr. Little among 
them, were invited to Scottsdale, Ariz., by 
the Getty Center for Education in the Arts 
to discuss the objectives of public school 
visual arts programs. 

Describing himself as representing 
those in the trenches—the public 
schools—Mr. Little, an artist himself who 
has exhibited in numerous shows, was at 
first intimidated by his renown colleagues 
until he discovered that they were 
genuinely interested in his “input.” 
Together the group decided that four 
components should be taught in the 
classroom—criticism and aesthetics, in 
addition to studio production and art 
history. 

Discussing aesthetics in the classroom, 
believes Mr. Little, will teach students how 
to answer such basic questions as, “Why 
is that art?” and “What makes that good 
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art?” as well as more specific questions 
like, “Why did Picasso, who could draw 
well realistically, begin to paint 
abstractly?” 

The educators are not striving merely 
to enable students to have a dialogue 
about art. “Art does something for 
everybody,” says Mr. Little, explaining that 
art serves as one of the vehicles for man’s 
contributions to civilization and as an 
expression of his humanity. “J. Paul Getty 
established The Getty Center for Educa 
tion in the Arts,” says Mr. Little, “to 
promote the status of the arts in the U.S., 
believing that the place to start is with 
education.” 

For Mr. Little, Auburn played a signifi 
cant part in his education. Excelling at 
painting and drawing, he received both 
B.F.A. and M.F.A. degrees from Auburn. 
Ginger Fuller ‘79, his wife, also believes 
in the importance of education. She 
earned a master’s in public school 
counseling from Auburn and currently 
works as a guidance counselor for 800 
students in a Douglas County middle 
school. In April 1985, when she received 
the National Middle School Counselor of 
the Year Award, one of her Auburn 
professors, Dr. Warren J. Valine, attended 
the middle school reception given in her 
honor. The Littles support each other in 
work as well as in play. He accompanies 
her on middle school field trips; she helps 
him coach the high school tennis team. 

The couple consider their six years 
spent at Auburn, where they gained two 
important family members, cats Egon and 
Gustav, as some of the best years of their 
lives. Mr. Little has “the highest regard” 
for Auburn's art program. “The M.F.A. pre- 
pared me to paint and draw,” he says. 
Today, he continues to grow as an artist 
and currently is testing out the ideas he 
has about primitive and high tech images 
using mixed media. A recent project he 
describes involved taking hardwood 
limbs, stripping them free of bark, painting 


them in neon colors, lashing them 
together, suspending a canvas in the 
middle, and taking primitive images a 
child had drawn on a computer and 
placing it in the middle of the structure, 
In this work, he says, are “remnants of} | 
a forgotten people.” 

While he learned the art of painting and 
drawing at Auburn, he felt “the art of 
teaching was lacking.” During his graduate | 
student teaching days and once out teach- 
ing, he asked himself continuously how 
he could be more effective. “Teaching is f 
a process you have to consider long and 
hard,” he says. “It deserves attention.” He 
was not totally unprepared to teach, 
however. He relied on the skills he had 
learned from Auburn art professor Hugh 
Williams °49. “He was a fine teacher,” says f 
Mr, Little. “At lunch he discussed individ: f 
ual students, focusing on ways to get 
through to each one—he set a standard.” f 

As a result of his own positive learning | 
experiences, he has cultivated a strong) 
desire to give others such an opportunity 
to learn. For three of the five years he’s 
been the art instructor at Douglas County} 
High School, he has driven 90 miles to 
the University of Georgia at least once a 
week to earn an edyeational doctorate in} 
art education. He attributes the confidence 
he has for confronting the challenges off 
doctoral research and dissertation writing 
to Auburn Professor Emeritus Maltby 
Sykes, who “emphasized the academi¢ 
side of art.” 

“An artist's contribution may be greater 
as a teacher than an artist,” says Mr. Little 
However, he feels that he will benefit as 
an artist from better educated citizens. “To 
be solely involved in creating the image 
is indulgent,” he says. “How about 
cultivating a supportive, appreciative 
audience who are not fools—it forces us 
as artists to do better. We've got nothing 
to lose.” 


Senior Citizen 
Plays Tennis, 
Encourages | 
Others to Play

At 50 and in the hospital for an appen: 
dectomy, Clyde Jones °38 of Daleville 
learned he had emphysema. His doctor 
told him to give up smoking and to take f 
up vigorous exercise if he wanted to live 
a longer and healthier life. Up until that 
clarifying moment, Mr. Jones had smoked 
two-and one-half packs of cigarettes a day 
for more than thirty years and had little 
or no time for exercise. 

Today, nearing his seventieth birthday 
and having played tennis for 19 years, he 
not only competes in senior citizens 
tennis tournaments conducted in Ala 
bama, Georgia and Florida (in which he 
places first or runnerup), but he also 
teaches tennis lessons to all ages. 

He took up the racquet sport after lonely 
morning jogs past the tennis courts aM 
decided that tennis was a more compat | 
ionable sport than running. In three years i 
he was competing in tournaments; but it 
wasn't all that easy. “There were sprains 
and pulled muscles, and I've never had 
endurance,” says Mr. Jones explaining that 
he does not have the capacity to keep 
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going as a result of the damage he did 
to his lungs by smoking. “I can play two 
out of three sets, but I cannot play matches 
like the young men.” 

“It's better to wear out than rust out,” 
is Mr. Jones’ philosophy. It’s never too late 
to take up exercise he says and advises 
his fellow senior citizens to choose an 
activity that “gives you a great feeling. Stick 
with it, even if it gives you an ache and 
pain.” He finds that his toes bother him 
a great deal while on the court, but he 
works around the discomfort by putting 
cotton balls between them and soaking 
them in a hot tub afterward. 

In addition to playing and teaching oth- 
ers tennis, Mr. Jones, who retired at 66 
after 28 years of civil contract employment 
with Fort Rucker, also tends his church's 
lawn, is a volunteer driver for senior citi- 
zens, and substitute teaches at Daleville 
High School. He is the father and step- 
father of 10 children and grandfather of 
21. On May 8, the Daleville Pilot Club 
awarded him the Super Senior Citizen 
award for the inspiration he provides to 
others and his dedication and service to 
Daleville.

VIRGINIA STEPHENS MARCH ’48, chair- 
man of the Architectural Advisory Council, 
is a partner with her husband, Dillon T. 
March '48, in the firm of March and March, 
Inc., Architects in Mobile. She serves on 
the Alabama Board for Registration of 
Architects and on the Exam Committee 
of the National Council of Architectural 
Boards. Mrs. March began her Auburn 
education at 16. She chose Auburn 
because at the time Auburn was “the only 
accredited School of Architecture in the 
country that did not have either a 
minimum age requirement above that age 
or a male gender stipulation. I had it in 
Mind to attend Auburn two years and then 
transfer up East, but after two weeks there 
would have been no way to get me to 
leave. The very high educational standards 
were tempered by a friendliness and 
human concern.” 

Her decision to stay at Auburn was one 
that she’s never regretted: “During my

York, N.Y., and Paris, France—alongside 
and to a certain degree in competition 
with graduates from those states, the Ivy 
League, etc. What I received at Auburn 
enabled me to contribute professionally 
quite successfully and quickly move up 
the ladder in each of those situations.” 

Mrs. March is very enthusiastic about 
the role of professionals and particularly 
advisory councils in providing a necessary 
link between education and the profes- 
sion: “From the first day, students are 
preparing themselves to be part of a 
profession. And, as much as possible, the 
progression from student to seasoned 
practitioner should be a continuous flow, 
with the segmentation of university, 
apprenticeship, registration, and practice 
held only to the practical minimum. Only 
through the face-to-face dialogue of 
architects, students, and faculty can that 
be accomplished.” 

She would like to see the Auburn 
architecture program include additional 
contact with practicing architects. Not only 
could they be a valuable asset for design 
juries and critiques, she says, but they 
would help with that “continuous flow 
mentioned earlier.” 

Auburn also needs to strengthen its 
research capabilities, she believes, “both 
to develop the faculty and students and 
to further the profession.” She explains 
that “so few of us have the opportunity 
once we are practicing to put aside large 
blocks of time for research—and the 
academic environment has the capability 
of approaching so many of our concerns 
in an objective manner, as opposed to 
leaving research in the hands of the 
manufacturers.” 

CHARLES A. BLONDHEIM, JR., AIA., is 
president of Blondheim & Mixon, Inc., 
Architects in Eufaula. He is also a member 
of the Alabama State Board of Registration 
of Architects, which he chaired from 1968 
to 1973, and the National Architectural 
Accrediting Board. He has received seven 
awards from the Birmingham chapter of 
AIA and six awards from the Alabama 
Council AIA. Among his major projects are 
the School of Pharmacy at Auburn, Camp 
ASCAA at Lake Martin, the School of 
Business at AUM, and the Lake Point Resort 
State Park in Eufaula. 


Mr. Blondheim feels the “cohesiveness 
and spirit of the student body” strengthen 
Auburn. He joined the advisory council 
due to “a great interest in the school” and 
feels the council members “give the 
school an added dimension of ideas from 
experienced architects.” 

He and his wife, Maxie, have three 
children. 

- RAY K. PARKER '69 of Little Rock, Ark., 
believes advisory councils are “composed 
of professionals around the country who 
can contribute to the enrichment and 
diversity of the educational experience at 
Auburn.” He joined the Auburn council 
because it gave him an “opportunity to 
serve on a professional council which can 
influence architectural education and 
increase the ties between education and 
the profession.” 

Senior vice president of Cromwell, 
Truemper, Levy, Parker & Woodsmall, Inc., 
Architects-Engineers, Mr. Parker is a 
Fellow of the American Institute of 
Architects and serves as chairman of the 
national AIA’s Editorial Review Commit- 
tee. He is also a member of the National 
Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards and a member of the board of the 
National Kidney Foundation of Arkansas. 
He serves on the corporate gifts and 
advanced gifts committees of the Quapaw 
Quarter Historic Preservation. He and his 
wife, Stephanie, have three children. 

He believes Auburn provided him “the 
background to become professionally 
registered and to continue my education 
for a master’s degree” which he earned 
at Rice University while holding a fellow- 
ship. He received his Bachelor of Science 
at Arizona State University before coming 
to Auburn to study architecture. He notes 
that Auburn’s School of Architecture “has 
always been recognized as one of the 
leading schools in the country. The 
graduates have a comprehensive back- 
ground in both the design and technical 
aspects of architecture.” 

HARRY A. GOLEMON '51 is president 
and chairman of the board of Golemon 
& Rolfe Associates, Inc., in Houston, Tex. 
He is a Fellow of the American Institute 
of Architects and active with the American 
Association of Airport Executives and the 
American Association of School Adminis- 


trators. He is a director of the Houston 
Chamber of Commerce; commissioner 
and chairman of the Texas Historical 
Commission, a member of the Governor's 
Mansion Board; and a member of the 
Municipal Arts Commission. He and his 
wife, Johanna, have five children. 

Mr. Golemon, who comes back to 
Auburn “every two or three months,” 
notes that “the Auburn experience had 
a profound impact on my life.” He became 
involved with the School of Architecture 
Advisory Council because of a “keen — 
interest in Auburn and its School of 
Architecture.” 

Although he found his own architec- 
tural education “excellent” and good 
preparation for his graduate studies at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, he . 
believes that it “needs to continue to 
improve.” In fact, he would like to see 
Auburn “attain status as a premier 
university.” 


Familiar Streets, 
Familiar Names

Details of our everyday environment 
rarely receive much attention. It’s easy to 
take for granted things most of us use 
every day, such as streets. How many times 
have you driven or walked down a street 
without realizing its name? Many streets 
are named for locally famous people, and 
Auburn has many such streets deserving 
recognition. The people mentioned in this 
article have contributed much to Auburn 
and a street name symbolizes their 
importance. 

Cary Drive branches off of College Street 
and makes a circle of residential housing. 
Charles Allen Cary, first dean of veterinary 
medicine, came to Auburn in 1893 as pro- 
fessor of physiology and veterinary 
science. Through his leadership, the office 
of state veterinarian was established which 
provided milk and meat inspection, as 
well as prevention of spread of disease 
among men and animals. Dr. Cary was 
president of the Alabama Livestock 
Association, director of farmers’ institutes 
and summer schools, and a prolific writer 
on veterinary subjects. He was also elected 
to Alabama’s Hall of Fame. 

Toomer is an eminent name in the 
Auburn community. Toomer's Corner may 
be better known, but there's also a Toomer 
Street, which connects Glenn Avenue to 
Magnolia Avenue. Marguerite Toomer 
came to Auburn to teach French. In the 
1917 summer school, she met her future 
husband, Sheldon (Shel) Lynne Toomer, 
a local druggist. Once she became Mrs. 
Toomer, Marguerite contributed much to 
the social life of college and city, while 
her husband carried on his father’s legacy 
and went into politics. Sen. Toomer’s 
father, Rep. Sheldon Toomer, introduced 
the bill in 1872 which established at 
Auburn the Alabama A&M College, the first 
land-grant college in the South to be set 
up separate from the state university. 

A name found throughout the history 
of Auburn is Glenn. Glenn Avenue runs 
east-west one block off campus and is the 
scene of many apartments and student 
housing. John Bowles Glenn was board 
chairman and treasurer of East Alabama 
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Male College when it was established in 

` 1856. His son, Emory Thomas Glenn, was 

- treasurer from 1872 to 1906. Allie Glenn 
succeeded her father as treasurer in 1906, 
serving until 1953. Until her death, no 
name but Glenn had appeared on an 
Auburn check since the establishment of 
East Alabama Male College in 1856. Miss 
Allie Glenn was called “Sweetheart of API” 
as the Alumni Association in 1941 pres- 
ented to her a silver vase in recognition 
of her 40 years of service. 

: Sports has played its part in creating 
famous figures, too. Donahue Drive is the 
west border of the main campus, running 
north-south behind Jordan-Hare Stadium 
and the Memorial Coliseum. Michael J. 
Donahue was elected to the National Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame in 1951. As Auburn head 
football coach from 1904 until his resigna- 
tion in 1922, he never finished less than 
third in the Southern Conference in 18 
years. When Mike Donahue received his 
A.B. degree with honors from Yale in 1904, 
he had lettered in five sports. 

A more recent addition to Auburn 
sports’ fame is J. Ralph (Shug) Jordan. 
Shug Jordan was the “winningest” football 


plan, mandatory testing, promotion and 
retention, and even “no pass/no play” for 
student athletes, it’s like a fresh breeze 
in the desert to hear the frank, clear, no- 
nonsense views of someone from the 
trenches of education, an educator 
removed from oak-paneled plushness and 
perks of authority, someone who has 
fought the day-to-day battles of education, 
not paper wars of commissions, commit- 
tees, and studies. 

Frances Jones '72, a veteran teacher who 
spent 29 years imparting English skills and 
knowledge of literature to high school and 
college students across the state until 
retirement in the spring of 1985, knows 
what it’s like when educational concepts 
prove difficult to apply in the “real world” 
and when even the best-laid plans and 
rules of various committees and studies 
fall flat in the classroom. 

Interviewed at her house in Auburn 
filled with antique furniture and collect- 
ibles, Mrs. Jones took time off from her 
“thorough enjoyment of retirement” to 
tell of her teaching experiences and voice 
her opinions on some of the issues facing 
public education today.

Mrs. Jones began her teaching career _ 
as an undergraduate during the last two 


coach ever at Auburn with 175 wins, 85 
defeats, and seven ties. He was named 


"SEC Coach of the Year and National Coach 
of the Year. Coach Jordan was the only 
active head coach to be named to his alma 
mater’s Board of Trustees and only active 
coach in the SEC who was coaching in 
any sport when the league was formed 
in 1933. Retiring after 25 seasons, Coach 
Jordan ranked third in the nation in total 
victories and winning percentage. Shug 
Jordan Parkway will eventually encompass 
Auburn University and is the main route 
for traffic to and from football games. 

Alabama governors also achieved prom- 
inence in Auburn street names. Samford 
Avenue is the south border of the main 
campus, running from the dorms on cam- 
pus through the residential area past 
Auburn Junior and Senior High Schools. 
William James Samford, Alabama's thirty- 
first governor, was a profound lawyer. He 
attended Auburn in 1860-61 and the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1861-62, then joined 
the 46th Alabama Confederate Regiment, 
serving in Tennessee and Kentucky before 
his capture at Baker's Island and impri- 
sonment of 18 months. After the war, Wil- 
liam Samford studied law, served in both 
branches of the Alabama legislature, in 
Congress, and the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1875, and as governor from Dec. 
1, 1900, to his death, June 11, 1901. 

Graves Centre is.at the intersection of 
Duggar and Graves Drives, with the 
amphitheater and cottages on Graves 
Drive. As fortieth and forty-second gov- 
ernor, Bibb Graves created the Alabama 
Industrial Development Board, and all 
Alabama colleges on probation became 
fully accredited. This was a successful 
accomplishment for Auburn, as well as for 
the rest of the state. 

Duncan Drive honors Auburn’s ninth 
president, Luther Noble Duncan, who 
dealt with the financial problems of the 
Depression years and enlarged physical 
facilities and faculty, readying the insti- 
tution for its strategic role following World 
War II. Dr. Duncan was “Man of the Year 
in Agriculture” in 1940 and was a member 
of the administrative committee which 
governed Auburn between 1932 and 1935. 

Many other important people passed 
through Auburn and left their marks in 
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by conducting campus tours for the Admissions Office. 


different ways. Some of them have been 
alumni such as Alvin A. Biggio '26, an 
insurance executive for whom Biggio 
Drive is named, whose main contribution 
to Auburn came in his leadership in 
fundraising efforts. Those names which 
appear on the streets of Auburn are 
symbols of the dedication that it takes to 
keep Auburn growing. As the list of 
Auburn contributors continues to grow, 
so does the loveliest village on the plains. 


Year As ‘Aubie’ 
Caused Him to 
Change Majors 


AU management major James Taylor got 
some of his best salesmanship experience 
in college the hard way—in a Tiger 
costume. The Mobile native, who is pursu- 
ing a job in sales after graduating on 
August 27, spent a year of his college 
career portraying “Aubie,” the mischie- 
vous Tiger who serves as the Auburn 
mascot. James also spent two years 
promoting the Tigers as an AU cheer- 
leader. In both roles he roamed the stands 
during athletic events, making friends and 
influencing people. 

“I think that being Aubie for a year 
helped make me more outgoing because 
I had to deal with a wide variety of 
people,” James said. “As Aubie, I was able 
to talk with everyone from university 
presidents to little children. It was a very 
enjoyable experience.” James’ experience 


_ as Aubie was so rewarding, in fact, that 


it led him to change his major from 
engineering to management, 

“Being Aubie made me realize that my 
talents were better suited to a people 
oriented field. I didn’t want to get into 
a job where I wouldn't be dealing with 
many different people.” 

Dealing with people has been one of 
James’ strong points throughout college. 
In addition to having been Aubie and a 
cheerleader, he served as a student guide 


for the AU Admissions Office, taking 
prospective students on tours of the 
campus. 

“Becoming involved in so many differ- 
ent activities was something that just sort 
of happened after I spent a year as Aubie,” 
James explained. “I saw a need for more 
students to promote the university, and 
I wanted to help.” 

As a freshman, however, extracurricular 
activities were the furthest thing from his 
mind. 

“When I first came to Auburn, it was 
basically for a quality education,” James 
remembered. “I didn’t think there would 
be much for a black student to do besides 
study, I soon found out how wrong I was. 

“Tve had to sacrifice to do all that I've 
done—mainly in learning how to manage 
my time,” he continued. “But it’s been 
worth it because I have memories and 
experiences that nobody can take away. 
And I've learned a lot from the friendships 


„and other relationships that I formed 


along the way.” 

James added that he has tried to impress 
these same ideas on prospective stu- 
dents— both black and white—in his role 
as a campus guide. 

“T tell them that involvement is just as 
important as education in college and that 
you get out what you put in. You have 
to work hard because nobody is going 
to give you anything. But the opportunity 
is here to be whatever you want to be 
and to make yourself a better person in 
the process.” 


Retired Educator 
Looks Back on Her 
Career, Assesses 
The Issues Facing 
Education Today

With education in Alabama facing 
critical issues such as the career ladder 


years of World War II when she received 
an emergency teaching certificate to teach 
elementary classes in Tallassee. After the 
war she graduated from Alabama College 
(now Montevallo University) and taught 
in Tallassee, the Elmore County School 
System, Huntsville, and the Pike County 
School System before taking a break to 
stay home with her four children in their 
preschool and early school years. 

Her return to teaching in 1963 began 
with a call from the Macon County school 
superintendent and led to “the most 
difficult, the hardest, and the year I 
remember best,” as she experienced 
firsthand the upheaval of integration in 
Macon County, a small but intense fight 
in the movement that changed the South 
and the nation forever. 

The phone call from the superintendent 
was a request for help at Shorter High 
School where an experienced advanced 
English and literature teacher was needed. 
“I asked him about integration,” said Mrs. 
Jones, “and he told me that he thought 
Shorter was safe for the year. So I began 
teaching there under normal circumstan- 
ces.” Then one morning “sometime in 
January or February” a call came that the 
National Guard had surrounded Tuskegee 
High School and it was closing. “The 
leading citizens tried to keep their 
children in school,” said Mrs. Jones, “but 
most families took their children out 
immediately.” Within a month, the 
remaining students, both black and white, 
were transferred to Shorter. 

“We taught under very difficult circum- 
stances—bomb threats, fire threats, and 
effigy burnings,” Mrs. Jones continued, 
-“then it became so dangerous that the 
parents had to take their children out of 
school and Macon Academy was formed.” 
This action precipitated a difficult decision 
for Mrs. Jones. Once Macon Academy was 
ready to begin classes, she was one of 
the first teachers called to join the staff 
there. However, at the time all teachers 
were under a federal injunction not to quit 
teaching except for “an act of God of 
death,” or risk a $10,000 fine and up tO 
10 years in prison. “But,” said Mrs. Jones, 
“any teacher with a doctor friend could 
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get a written statement allowing resigna- 
tion for health reasons.” 

So, faced with a possible life-altering 
decision, she tried to change her line of 
thinking. “At the time,” she said, “I was 
just a typical Southern housewife, used 
to the way things were. But I also felt I 
could work my way up [through the 
school system]. Finally, I came to the 
realization that ‘if I couldn’t teach a black 
child, what business did I have teaching 
whites?’ So I finished out the year.” 

After completing the year at Shorter, she 
was asked to transfer to Notasulga where 
she continued to teach under the duress 
of threats. The school in Notasulga was 
burned by white racists in 1964. “We 
continued teaching around the ashes,” 
said Mrs. Jones. “There were a few rooms 
still standing, and we finished the year 
like that.” 

At this point of the interview, after 
finishing her account of the school 
burning in Notasulga, Mrs. Jones reached 
into an old memory box reserved for 
moments in the past and, in a cautionary 
tone, said, “I’ve only shown this to three 
people outside my family, and if I had 
made it public back then I probably would 
have been run out of Tallassee or even 
Auburn, but, at the end of that year in 
Notasulga, I received this.” 

In her hands lay a yellowed certificate 
of merit and courage, honoring “Mrs. F.P. 
Jones who courageously and efficiently 
met the challenges and performed the 
professional duties of teaching as to 
endear memories in the hearts of the 
children who dared to test American 
Democracy in this our beloved South- 
land.” The certificate is signed by the 
parents of the 12 black students, hand- 
picked by the NAACP to make the best 
showing for integration, and was given to 
the fearless teacher at a ceremony at 
Tuskegee Institute. 

She then launched into an amusing but 
telling story of the award presentation: 
“We received engraved invitations and 
weren't sure if we'd be exploited or 
trapped or what—I know that sounds silly, 
but you've got to put this in the context 
of early integration in Alabama in 1965,” 
she said. “Anyway, my family and I went 
to a church on the Institute grounds and 
were the only white people among 
hundreds of blacks. The other teacher, 
who had also received an award, finally 
showed up halfway through the cerem- 
ony. She said she was at an all-black church 
and listened to a ceremony for about 30 
minutes and thought she was in the right 
place until they brought out the casket,” 
said Mrs. Jones. 

According to Mrs. Jones, 14 teachers 
were left in Macon County Schools at the 
end of the 1963 school year. She then told 
of the difficulty of getting jobs in school 
systems around the state, of administrators 
who “made us feel like lepers after having 
taught black students.” But the superin- 
tendent in Lee County was an exception. 
“Linterviewed at Opelika,” continued Mrs. 


Jones, “but what they wanted was a. 


counselor, and I didn’t want to do that. 
I also interviewed at Auburn, but they 
didn’t show much interest until later. They 
just mailed me a contract without notifying 
me of it. But, by that time, I had already 
Signed a contract to teach at Smiths 
Station,” she said with a laugh. “In fact, 
they understood my experience and said 
they were glad to have it.” 
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She taught four years at Smiths Station, 
which were “as enjoyable as any I ever 
taught,” according to Mrs. Jones. From 
Smiths, she accepted an offer from 
Opelika, where she taught 18 years before 
retiring in the spring of 1985 because of 
her husband's illness. During those 18 
years she also managed to finish her 
master’s degree at Auburn in 1972 and 
also taught five years of English at 
Southern Union State Junior College's 
Opelika Campus at night. 

Mrs. Jones’ rich teaching experience 
lends itself to insights about the current 
state of public education. Asked about the 
English skills of her students when she 
began teaching as opposed to those she 
taught near retirement, she related this 
anecdote: “I taught Macbeth every year, 
and in about 1983 I gave a 20-year-old 
test, 10 discussion and interpretation 
questions, to see how the students would 
do. First, the students couldn't even finish 
the test in the allotted time. I ended up 
having them come back after school to 
complete it and, on the average, it took 
the students twice the time to complete 
the test than in earlier years. And even 
after that, I've never gotten so many 
shallow answers.” 

The retired teacher’s theories for the 
literary dropoff range from the effects of 
television to parents not taking the time 
to read to their children when they're 
young. “The students don’t read as much 
now, and I know everyone harps on TV, 
but I do think the children are more 
visually oriented with shorter concentra- 
tion spans. Parents don’t read to their 
children like they used to. Much conclu 
sive research has been done on the high 
scorers on ACT and SAT tests, and one 
strong recurring denominator was the fact 
that the high scorers had been read to 
when they were children. A teacher can 
teach a student how to read, but this must 
be constantly reinforced by the student 
himself." 

Like many teachers throughout the 
state, Mrs. Jones has had to come to grips 
with the teacher testing issue. Though 
never affected by mandatory testing in her 
career, she still has strong views on the 
subject. “I’m all for [teacher testing] if 
a truly valid test can be devised,” she said. 
The test shouldn’t be watered down for 
any minority or ethnic groups, either. I 
took a national test once, even though 
I didn’t have to, and it was so simple that 
anyone who failed should have had to 
go back to school.” 

According to Mrs. Jones, another area 
of concern is the evaluation of teachers 
by administrators. “Some principals and 
superintendents haven't been in a class- 
room for years, so if they go into a 
classroom for evaluation and see the 
teacher talking and the students are quiet, 
that’s fine. “But,” she continued, “many 
administrators aren’t in a position to 
understand the teacher's situation or to 
know if the teacher is teaching correctly. 
I think every county and city superintend- 
ent should have to teach an academic class 
for a whole year every three or four. It 
all goes back to ‘who's going to evaluate 
the evaluators'?” 

The veteran teacher also thinks insti- 
tutions aren't turning out quality teachers 
with four-year undergraduate programs. 
Perceiving a lack of professionalism and 
in-class experience as major problems in 
teaching, Mrs. Jones portrayed some of the

inadequacies and possible solutions to the 
problem of teacher training: “First,” she 
began, “some college educators haven't 
been in a ‘live’ classroom in 20 years, and 
they're constantly coming up with teach- 
ing concepts that are five years old or too 
idealistic to be practical.” She cited the 
open classroom concept that “confused 
everyone, especially the students,” and a 
lack of laboratory classrooms attached to 
colleges as examples of four-year program 
shortcomings. 

Also, Mrs. Jones would like to see more 
professionalism within the teaching ranks, 
and feels that a five-year program would 
give educators more of a chance to really 
make teaching a profession, like lawyers 
or doctors, including some sort of national 
test resembling the Bar or AMA exam. “A 
fifth year would also give education 
students more time for that very important 
intern period,” said Mrs. Jones, “and could 
also allow for the development of a 
professional. attitude and some sort of 
code of ethics to promote teaching as a 
true profession. Also, speaking from the 
English point of view, I don’t think the 
average college graduate is prepared to 
go into a classroom and teach an in-depth 
study of English literature without grad- 
uate courses. I feel the emphasis should 
be less on the traditional educational 
classes and more on methods and 
observation.” 

The interview progressed on a lighter 
note as the subject of fall and football 
practice came up and, asked about her 
experiences with controversial new “no 
pass/no play” rule being considered by 
Alabama legislators, Mrs. Jones replied that 
“it's sort of funny, because even though 
it was never a statewide law when I was 
teaching, I was fortunate enough to teach 
at schools with quality coaches who 
instituted their own form of ‘no pass/no 
play’ on their players.” She continued by 
maintaining that high school sports are 


` extracurricular activities and should only 


be permitted ifa student's academic marks 
are adequate, and quoted the fact that very 
few high school athletes will play varsity 
sports in college and even fewer will play 
professionally. “I personally favor a C or 


better in all academic courses before a 
student can play,” she said. “Also, through | 
the years I found that the truly committed _ 
athlete would maintain his grades better — 
than the average student. This might 
sound cold,” she admitted, “but as for the 
argument that some athletes would drop 
out of school if it weren't for sports, I 
say that we've got a compulsory law of 
minimum age before one can drop out 
of school, and the ones who are there 
only for sports never do anything anyway, 
so perhaps they are better off working.” 
After relating her experiences and airing — 
her views on some of the more contro- 
versial issues in teaching, Mrs. Jones was 
asked about some of the rewards of 


teaching. She replied that “I've always — 


loved literature, studying it and trying to 
impart my knowledge of it to my students. - 
I really enjoyed my students and feel 1 


made a sincere effort to know each student _ 


individually. Another thing is enjoying the 
company of my fellow teachers, sort of 
a unique group to be in after so many 
years. If I had to do it over, I would have 


liked to have gotten my doctorate, but 1 
think my love for my subject and the _ 


students carried me through.” 


AU Alumni Among 

Elderhostel Students 
Visiting AU Campus, 
Remember API Days

Three Auburn alumni were among the 
43 Elderhostel students who came to — 
Auburn in August for week-long courses — 


on various topics about the South. 
Although a little shy about being singled 
out from the other students, they were 
ready to talk about their student days— 
pleasant days despite the Depression and 
World War II. 

“My father started talking about Auburn 
the day I was born,” recalls James T. Dixon | 
33. His father, a Birmingham engineer 
with US. Steel in the early 1900s, worked 
with an Auburn alumnus who convinced 
him that Alabama Polytechnic Institute 


(API) was the place for an engineer to — 


receive an education. 

In 1929, Jim packed his bags and moved 
to Auburn, “nothing but a little country 
town,” to study electrical engineering. His 
freshman class was the first that did not 
have to “suffer through” the ritual head- 
shaving, but they did not escape the 
“merciless” paddling administered by A- 
Club members. “I was blue and couldn’t 
sit down for a week.” 

His second year at school, the Tiger 
Theatre opened, “but that didn’t stop the 
students from thumbing a ride out of town 
in a rat cap or uniform on Friday afternoon 
after classes were over for the week. Back 
then there were 1,900 boys and only 100 
girls; and, as prohibition was going on, 
there was not much to do,” Jim explains 
the exodus from town. However, Jim did 
manage to know a “few fellows who 
brewed their own in an attic, and those 
friends knew a few others who did the 
same.” 

Jim didn’t like English and math, but 
he adored chemistry and physics. He 
remembers being in Dr. Fred Allison's 
physics class the year the planet Pluto was 
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discovered. Another class he enjoyed was 
Dr. George Petrie’s current affairs class, 
taught in Langdon Hall when “air con- 

- ditioning wasn’t even a pipe dream.” Dr. 
Petrie “was an observant man,” says Jim. 
“In the spring of 1930, he predicted what 
Hitler was going to do.” 

Jim rented a room from Jane Cash who 
ran a beauty parlor and ate his meals with 
40 other students “about 120 steps” away. 
In his leisure time, he liked to amble over 
to the agricultural extension’s chicken 
farm, and, in the right season, over to the 
experimental orchard behind Comer Hall 
to “grab a couple of pears.” He rode his 
“fair share” of freight trains and dabbled 
in athletics. “I tried out for the track team, 
but didn’t make it.” He numbered 27 out 
of 500 runners at the cake-race and “didn’t 
even get a cake,” he says, “but a friend 

= did, so we were able to have a party 
_ anyway.” 

May of 1931 signaled the end of Jim’s 
college days. The Depression struck, and 
Jim’s father lost his management job and 
began working for a daily wage, part-time. 
Jim dropped out of school and went 
home. His family, he says, “did all right. 
We had a garden, cows, and chickens, so 
we didn’t have to worry about food.” He 
found a job working with Western Union 
riding a bicycle, a job that lasted for three- 
and-one-half years. 

As the years passed, he worked other 
odd jobs. “I tried everything but armature 

- winding,” he recalls, “and then I was hired 
by U.S. Steel to do that.” U.S. Steel 
promoted him through the years to the 
management position he left in 1962 

. when he went to work for Westinghouse. 
Twelve years later he retired to spend time 
with his wife, Mildred, five children, and 
grandchildren, currently numbering 10. 

“I like to know what's on the other side 
of that door, hill, mountain—that’s my 
downfall,” says Jim, describing the 
curiosity that has led him to take Mildred 
to Africa and Greece, as well as three visits 
to England where they both participated 
in Elderhostel, Jim and Mildred share the 
same philosophy: “Anything you want to 
do, don’t put it off until tomorrow.” 

“Make the most of today,” George 
Hardie '37 of Longview, Tex., reiterates 
the Dixons’ philosophy at a separate 
interview. In addition to sharing similar 
life views and being cohorts in the Aubufn 
Elderhostel program, George, like Jim, 
attended API during the Depression years. 
In fact, George spent many of his younger 
years in Auburn. 

His father, William Hardie, Jr., 07, had 
earned a degree in animal husbandry from 
API and worked for the Extension Service 
in different Alabama cities, including 
Auburn, where he met and married Lou 
Mattie Anderson who was taking classes 
at API. As schoolboys, George and his 
brother, William Hardie, III, '34, lived in 
Auburn, then moved about Alabama, to 
return to Auburn for the last three years 
of George’s high school education. 

George entered API in 1933. He lived 
with his parents on East Glenn during his 
college days and studied pre-med in the 
School of Science and Literature. Although 
they had a car, they “didn’t use it much,” 
preferring to walk instead. 

From API, George went to medical 
school at the University of Virginia and 
became a doctor. Most recently he has 
worked as medical director of Texas 
Eastman Company and has been partially

retired from that position since 1982. He 
and his wife, Billie, together have six 
children and seven grandchildren. 
Although he’s been busy, over the years, 
he’s managed frequent trips to Auburn to 
visit his mother, who passed away five 
years ago, and his uncle, Philip H. Hardie 
‘21, who married Cliff Hare's daughter, 
Emily '25. 

Of his API days, which he sums up as 
“a grand experience,” George has fond 
memories of Fatty Robinson, a zoology 
and entomology professor. “I worked as 
his lab assistant in the days when students 
didn’t get paid for their work,” he says. 
Dr. Petrie’s current affairs class “conducted 
in the evenings and open to the public,” 
also stands out in his memory as it did 
in Jim Dixon’s. Another favorite professor, 
Dr. Allison, George knew well, as he had 
dated his daughter in high school. 

One of his most memorable occasions 
“was being inducted into Scabbard and 
Blade.” Also, as an “SPE,” he “did his fair 
share of dating,” and explains that “in- 
town” boys, like himself, didn’t like to

date “in-town” girls. “We would go over 
to the two dorms across the street from 
Langdon Hall, where out-of-town girls 
were required to live their first year at 
Auburn. If the girls stayed at the ‘zoo, 
as we called the dorms, longer than a year, 
the boys weren't interested in them the 
second year.” However, no matter how 
many out-of-town and in-town girls there 
were, women were a “scarcity,” he says. 
Consequently, the out-of-town boys 
would ask girls back home weeks in 
advance to any major events. 

As a freshman, George found he didn’t 
“have to work real hard, except for 
English.” He went out for the basketball 
team in order to avoid the required 
physical education class with an instructor 
he did not like. The next three years he 
played goalie and managed the polo team, 
supervised by Capt. WJ. Klepinger. 
Following George’s senior year, the polo 
team played only one more season. Rumor 
had it, says George, thata player was killed. 
“Polo would have ended anyway with 
World War II.” 

Two alumni whose college years were 
tumultuous as a result of World War II 
are Albert Gaines '46 and his wife, Dorothy 
Conley Gaines ‘45, although, in the 
beginning, life was simple enough. She 
decided to attend API mid-July of 1941 
on the recommendation of her teacher, 
who was attending summer school at API. 
Albert, or “Al” as he called himself, came 
to Auburn after working as a secretary for 
two years in Birmingham. He wanted to 
become an electrical engineer and says 
that he knew Auburn was the place to 
learn the profession. 

They met at a Christmas dance, his 
sophomore year, her freshman year. As 
vice president of Beta Kappa, now Phi 
Kappa Tau, he was “berating” his brothers 
to bring dates to the dance. “Then they 
turned the tables” and asked Al who he 
was bringing, a question he couldn’t 
answer. Meanwhile Dorothy, who was 
intent on writing a term paper, had turned 
down all dates for that weekend, including 
one of Al's fraternity brothers. As it 
happened, her roommate had guests 
coming and convinced Dorothy that the 
night would be more productive if she 
went out. A blind date was arranged; and 
Dorothy met Al. “It was a little embar- 
rassing,” says Dorothy of Al's spurned 
fraternity brother. 

With announcements of war that spring, 
the couple decided to act quickly, and 


they married. “On the day of my first 
anniversary, I had to leave with the ROTC 
corps,” remembers Al. “We marched 
down to the train, were gone for a week, 
came back inducted in the Army.” Al 
explains that hearsay had it that ifa student 
enlisted in the Army, instead of waiting 
to be drafted which would demand 
immediate departure, he would be 
permitted to finish his schooling. In 
retrospection, Al wonders if that notion 
were fact or merely “propaganda.” 

The wartime conditions complicated 
life for them both. When Al returned to 
Auburn after being inducted in the Army, 
instead of going home to Dorothy, he had 
to live with the other student-soldiers in 
Dorm 2, whose female occupants had 
moved to a fraternity house. Dorothy lived 
on Opelika Road and, rather than go back 
to the classroom, went to work as a 
temporary for the university in the 
publicity, registrar's, physical education; 
and Extension offices. When Al went to 
basic training and then to officer's 
candidate school, she went with him. 

Describing himself as fortunate, he says 
he was “passed over” for duty overseas 
numerous times, one time when his wife 
was expecting their first child. The 
overseas order was “countered” 30 
minutes before he was due to leave. 

Dorothy and Al were not alone in their 
Auburn-Army wartime experience. “Many 
fellow students were in the same predic 
ament,” says Dorothy. After the war, 
housing was a problem for returning 
students. When Al enrolled summer 
quarter of 1946, he couldn't find a place 
for his growing family to live together. 
“We were number 850 to get a house,” 
says Dorothy, “and number 650 to get a 
trailer,” Six weeks before he graduated 
that fall, Al received permission to move 
his family into a “condemned” trailer. 

Over the years the Gaineses have 
occasionally touched base with Auburn. 
They were back for a football game, and 
one of their four sons attended Auburn 
briefly before he transferred to another 
school to be with his girlfriend. From their 
home in Greenville, S.C., they keep up 
with Auburn by reading the Alumnews

uate education programs altogether. 
Anyone going into teaching would be 
required to have an undergraduate degree 
in whatever area they planned to teach— 
English, history, or biology, etc.—before 
entering professional preparation for 
teaching. 

Other emphases from the Holmes 
Group include stress on research in 
education and involvement of students 
who are becoming teachers in the public 
schools. 

Dean Blackburn admitted that although 
Auburn’s education programs are well 
regarded, teacher education programs in 
general are not: “Certain national trends 
are underway that have to do with 
rethinking the best way to prepare 
teachers, and we are involved, to some 
extent, with the whole movement at the 
national level.” 

He indicated that he thought Auburn's 
fifth-year program, which had been under 
study for several years and has been 
approved by the State Board of Education, 
will be followed by other such programs 
in Alabama universities, in response to the 
public demand for better teachers.

Two Gates Open 
On East Side of 
Stadium This Fall 


The construction of an upper deck on 
the east side of Jordan-Hare Stadium will 
have a major effect on access to and from 
the stadium this fall. Only two gates will 
be open on the east side, Gates 1 and 
7, located on either end of the construc- 
tion site. Gate 7 on the southeast end will 
be designated as the student gate. A third 
gate, Gate 14, located at ground level 
under the north end zone, will also serve 
the east side as well as the entire stadium. 

“Anytime you have construction during 
the season, it makes it inconvenient for 
the fans,” said Kermit Perry, assistant 
athletic director for facilities. “This is one 
of those ‘Pardon Our Progress’ situations. 
We will do the best we can, but we won’t 
be able to eliminate all of the inconven- 
ience. People should plan to come early

if they have seats on the east side, 
especially seats in the student section.” 

In addition to entry and exit difficulties, 
Auburn will not be able to use the top 
five rows of the east stands. Season 
ticketholders in those areas have already 
been notifed as to the change in their seat 
locations. 

“This is just a temporary situation,” 
Perry said. “When the upper deck is 
completed it will give us one of the finest, 
if not the finest, campus stadiums in the 
country. The inconvenience we will 
experience this year is a small price to 
pay for such an improvement.” 

The drought which has plagued the 
Southeast has been bad for. farmers, but 
it has been good for construction. Workers 
are about two months ahead of schedule 
on construction of the upper deck. “The 
workers are doing a great job,” Perry said, 
“and not missing any days for rain has 
certainly played a major part in being this 
far ahead of schedule.” 

The stadium addition is expected to be 
ready in plenty of time for the 1987 season 
opener. When it is completed, Jordan- 
Hare Stadium will hold approximately 
85,000 fans and will be the fifth largest 
on-campus stadium in the country. 


RVs Denied Access 
To Campus Parking 
Lots Until Noon 

On Game Fridays 


Because of a growing traffic problem 
in which football fans in recreational 
vehicles were filling campus parking lots 
during the week and taking places from 


students and faculty, the university has 
announced a new policy. Effective this fall, 
recreational vehicles will be allowed to 
park only in a grass lot off Biggio Drive 
across Samford Avenue from the Wilbur 
Hutsell Track before noon on Friday. At 
that time they will be allowed to move 
on campus and into their favorite parking 
areas. 

Over the years, campus visitors have 
been filling the parking areas around the 
stadium earlier and earlier, some. even 
leaving their vehicles from one game to 
the next. As the enrollment on the Auburn 
campus has increased and parking spaces 
have decreased due to construction, etc., 
the parking problem has gotten more and 
more acute for students and faculty 
attempting to get to class on time. 

As a result, the University Traffic and 
Parking Committee recommended to the 
administration that recreational vehicles 
be denied access to the parking areas of 
campus during regular class hours except 
on Friday afternoons.

Patrick Led AU 
English Dept. 
To Distinction 


Editor's Note: Jerry Roden, Jr., orig- 
inally published the following tribute 
to Dr. Walton R. Patrick on the occa- 
sion of his conclusion of a singular 
career as professor of English and 
department bead in the September 
1977 issue of The Alumnews. 
Because of its thoroughness, several of 
Dr. Patrick's students’ and colleagues’ 
references to it, and of Mrs. Miriam 
Patrick's desire that it be used as the 
source of information for news 
releases on Dr. Patrick's career at 
Auburn, we have chosen to reprint Mr. 
Roden’s article as a memorial to Dr. 
Patrick, who died in Mobile on June 
14. 


Dr, Walton R. Patrick surprised the aca- 
demic community and caught its journal- 
ists napping last spring with the announce- 
Ment of his resignation as Head of the 
Auburn University Department of English 
after thirty years of sterling leadership in 
that capacity. As a result, the hastily 
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assembled news stories covering the event 
concentrated upon the published works 
through which Dr. Patrick has attained dis- 
tinction as a scholar and suggested his 
devotion to promoting excellence in 
teaching, but failed to record any of the 
facts which reveal his success as the 
administrator of Auburn’s largest and most 
basic department. The beginning of a new 
academic year this month and the assump- 
tion of the full responsibilities of English 
Department Head by young Dr. Walter B. 
(Bert) Hitchcock, Jr., remind us to remedy 
the defect of last spring’s story on Dr. 
Patrick, who served as Dr. Hitchcock's 
mentor as well as predecessor. 

When Dr. Patrick became Head Profes- 
sor of English here in January 1947, 
Auburn was still officially Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, and departments such 
as English existed as service branches for 
the technical curricula which provided the 
institution its reason for being. Ina modest 
announcement of his objectives, the new 
head professor spoke in keeping with the 
existing goals of Auburn: “We plan to 
develop both journalism and speech at 
Auburn and also hope to expand graduate 
work to meet the needs of English 
teachers in this area.” 

In terms of management by objective, 
Dr. Patrick earned an A+ for his perfor- 
mance during the thirty years following 
that concise statement of plans: With his 
active support to that end, Auburn devel- 
oped its programs in both journalism and 
speech to the point that each is now taught 
in well-established independent depart- 
ments. Also, during the early years of Dr. 
Patrick’s tenure, the English Department 
filled a void in Auburn’s course offerings 
by introducing basic courses in philo- 
sophy and logic and thus gave impetus 
to the establishment of an independent 
Department of Philosophy. 3 

Expansion of graduate work in English 
itself began immediately with the careful 
recruitment of well-qualified young pro- 
fessors who had already begun to achieve 
some distinction in their special fields. 
Within a few years, that recruitment plus 
the judicious employment of talent 
already present had resulted in a master’s 
program which had earned respect over 
a wider area than Dr. Patrick seemed to 
suggest in his initial announcement of 
goals. By 1958, the English Department 
was receiving applications and accepting 
some graduate students from various 
points throughout the nation, and The 
Alumnews could report that Auburn’s 
“master’s curriculum in English has been 
favorably compared with the best of those 
in Southern universities.” (Auburn. was 
still Alabama Polytechnic Institute offi- 
cially, not yet a university.) 

By the mid-Fifties, Dr. Patrick had trans- 
cended his original statement of objec- 
tives in yet another way by the recruitment 
of some young faculty members with 
creative writing talent and initiative. 
Among those recruited was Madison P. 
Jones, the current university Writer-in- 
Residence and in the opinion of many 
disinterested critics now one of America’s 
foremost novelists. 

In the meantime the English Depart- 
ment never forgot its obligation of service 
to students in other curricula throughout 
the campus. Dr. Patrick quickly estab- 
lished the practice of assigning one of his 
most competent professors as chairman 
of freshman English with the responsibil- 


ity of training, counseling, and supervising 
new instructors and of coordinating 
department-wide efforts to improve the 
freshman program continuously. In due 
course, he followed the same principle 
to improve instruction in the other major 
service divisions—sophomore literature 
and business, professional, and technical 
writing courses—as well as in graduate 
studies in English. 

The English Department provided a 
dramatic example of its commitment to 
service and its ability to perform in 1958 
with its response to a request for a special 
humanities program for engineering stu- 
dents. The request came as the result of 
Engineering Dean Fred Pumphrey’s suc- 
cessful crash program for regaining 
accreditation for Auburn's Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineering Departments. In 
short order, the English Department 
prepared and initiated the requested 
program with an effectiveness that won 
favorable comparison with similar courses 
at Georgia Tech, Carnegie Tech, and 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Continued improvement in service 
courses, in undergraduate and graduate 
programs for’ English majors, in profes- 
sional and graduate student research and 
publications, and in creative writing pre- 
pared the English Department thoroughly 
for that momentous event in 1960 when 
the Alabama Legislature conferred upon 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute the new 
name of Auburn University. The English 
Department was ready, willing, and able 
to contribute its share of the effort 
necessary to make Auburn a university in 
fact as well as in name. To demonstrate 
further its capability in that regard, the 
Department initiated in 1962 a solid 
doctoral program, which attracted appli- 
cants from across the nation and which 
has produced to date fifty-seven doctors 
of philosophy—a number of whom 
already have earned distinction for 
themselves and reflected honor upon 
Auburn at several institutions around the 
country. 

Several notable events indicate the con- 
tinuing development of the English De- 
partment from the early Sixties through 
the completion of Dr. Patrick’s tenure as 
Department Head: The Southern Human- 
ities Review is now in its eleventh year 
of publication. The Review is a distin- 
guished scholarly publication published 
quarterly by Auburn University in conjunc- 
tion with the Southern Humanities 
Conference. From its inception, members 
of the Auburn English Department have 
compiled, edited, and published The 
Review. 

Members of the English faculty have 
published scholarly papers and books in 
such variety and numbers as to defy sum- 
mary in an article of this scope. Books 
alone range from basic undergraduate 
classroom texts to graduate source books 
on the forefront of scholarly research and 
discovery. As our story last spring indi- 
cated, Dr, Patrick himself is the author of 
one book— Ring Lardner in the Twayne 
series—and co-editor with Dr. Eugene 
Current-Garcia of four others on the short 
story and other fiction in America and the 
Western world, 

Other members of the English faculty 
are deeply engaged in a local renascence 
of creative writing: Last year they pub- 
lished thirty-one poems and a number of 
short stories in a variety of periodicals. 


poems scheduled for publication this fall 
and another a new novel ready for autumn 
publication. 

The Auburn Circle, a new student maga- 
zine, has completed its fourth year of pub- 
lishing student essays, poems, short sto- 


ries, and sketches. The Circle is a a 


publication of the entire student body, but 
it obviously would not have come into 
existence or continued to flourish without 
English Department encouragement of 
creativity in students from all curricula. 

In the fall of 1971, the English Depart- 
ment initiated a Freshman Composition 
Laboratory to provide special individual- 
ized instruction for freshmen encounter- 
ing severe problems in meeting the de- 
mands of college composition. This pro- 
gram has worked so well that it has 
become a model for some other institu- 
tions. As a result of the success of the 
Freshman Laboratory, the English Depart- 
ment established last winter a Business 


and Technical Writing Instructional Center _ 


based on the principles of individualized 
and self-instruction in a center equipped 
with instructors, self-instruction equip- 
ment, and a library of effective writing 
from the contemporary business world. 

To complete this record of recent 
achievement, we should note that in the 
late Sixties the English Department added 
to its graduate program a Master of Arts 
in College Teaching designed specifically 
to prepare instructors for junior college 
teaching. That program has produced 
eight degrees—which incidentally brings 
the total of all Master’s in English earned 
during Dr. Patrick's tenure to two-hundred 
and thirty-five. 


The facts alone speak eloquently of the _ 
measure of Dr. Patrick's success as a — 


college administrator, but suggest little of 
the qualities of heart and mind which 
enabled this quiet, firm, and gentlemanly 
Mississippian to serve Auburn so well. 
Some of his principles and methods were 
obvious: In departmental planning, his 
top faculty members were his partners, 
and in the classroom each instructor was 
his own master as long as he performed _ 
his assigned duty well. No matter how 
busy his schedule, Dr. Patrick was avail- 
able for sage counsel to any English 
instructor desiring it, and he was willing 
to listen thoughtfully to suggestions for 
improvement from any sincere teacher. 
His dedication to effective teaching led 
him to continue his own work in the class- 
room no matter how arduous his adminis- 
trative duties and his scholarly research. 
Yet none of those privileged to observe 
Dr. Patrick at work over a period of years 
would presume to offera summary of prin- 
ciples and methods as a full explanation 
of his achievement. His ability to inspire 
a sense of harmony, dedication, and unity 
of purpose among a diversity of highly 
talented and fiercely individualistic faculty 
members sometimes seemed almost 
magical. Perhaps, therefore, we should not 
seek to understand his secret, but only 
pause to appreciate the rich heritage of 
tradition and example that he has left his 
observant successor who expresses a firm 
determination to follow his mentor'’s 
precepts—and that fact bodes well for the 
5,867 students who will study everything 
from freshman English and medical

Nominations Sought 
For Engineering 
Alumni Awards 


The Alumni Council of the College of 
Engineering is seeking nominations of 
alumni who have distinguished them- 
selves and brought honor to the institu- 
tion. Nominations are being sought for 
the Distinguished Auburn: Engineer 
Award, the Auburn Engineering Achieve- 
ment Award, and the Gilmer Award, 
according to Gordon Flynn, ‘57, chairman 
ofthe council's awards committee. Criteria 
are listed below. 

The Distinguished Auburn Engineer 
Award is made to graduates who have 
made significant contributions to the field 
of engineering. Such contributions may 
be made in the field of pure engineering, 
such as the development of a patent or 
new technology, or in applied engineer- 
ing, including the management of engi 


neering systems on the executive or ' 


corporate level. | 

Recognizing that engineering has in- 
creased steadily in size over the years, 
from its beginnings as a department, its 
transition as a school, to its present status 
as a college, the number of Distinguished 
Auburn Engineer Awards to be presented 
annually has been increased from one 
recipient to three, beginning this fall. 

“The council made this decision also 
because of the large pool of graduates that 
the College of Engineering is able to draw 
upon,” Mr. Flynn explains. The first recip- 
ient of this award, in 1969, was Ben S. 
Gilmer '26 who is also namesake to the 
Gilmer Award, Auburn Engineering’s 
highest honor, 

The Gilmer Award, established in 1975, 
honors graduates credited with a technical 
achievement that has gained national or 
international recognition. In addition, the 
honoree must have attained a high level 
of professional responsibility and have 
been recognized and honored by the 
various professional organizations in the 
field, 

The next winner of the Gilmer Award, 
will join William Keister 30, Hugh M. Long 
°47, and T.K. Mattingly "58 as the sole 
recipients of this honor, which is not 
presented on an annual basis, but only 
as warranted. 

Nominations are also being sought, for 
the first time, for the Auburn Engineering 
Achievement Award, which seeks to rec- 
ognize those alumni who have contrib- 
uted to the field of engineering, and who

“This new award ranks just below the 
Gilmer Award,” Mr. Flynn notes. “The key 
words to this award are superior qualities 
and dedicated service. . . not just to the 
field, but to Auburn as well.” . 

In appealing to Alumnews readers, the 
council hopes to widen the scope of its 
search and ensure that qualified candi- 
dates will be nominated. 

The selection process is carried out in 
astrictly confidential manner, and it is pre- 
ferred that individuals not be aware that 
they are under consideration for any of 
these awards, Mr. Flynn says.
